WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  of  the  Urban  District  Council  is  derived  from  seven 
sources.  In  six  of  these  the  water  is  treated,  i.e.  filtered  and  chlorinated, 
but  is  untreated  in  the  remaining  source.  In  general  the  raw  water  from 
all  sources  is  of  an  upland  surface  type  and  soft  in  character.

Recommendations  for  the  improvement  of  certain  sources  of  supply 
have  been  made,  but  as  yet  not  put  into  effect.  They  relate  mainly  to  the 
overloading  of  the  filters  at  Nanthir  and  Nantymoel  Reservoirs,  and  to  the 
necessity  for  extra  filtration  plant  at  the  Graig  Reservoir. 


In  addition,  it  has  been  recommended  that  the  Blaennantygroes  tank 
which  distributes  untreated  water,  be  dispensed  with. 


A report  on  the  Public  Health  aspects  of  the  water  supply  of  the  area 
has  been  sent  to  the  Welsh  Beard  of  Health  in  connection  with  a compre- 
hensive scheme  which  the  Council  has  proposed  for  the  improvement  both 
of  the  quality  and  quantity  of  the  supply  of  water  to  the  Urban  Area. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  Council’s  scheme  wall  be  put  into  operation. 
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Bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis  were  made  fortnightly  on  all 
sources  of  water  supply.

All  the  swimming  baths  are  provided  with  up-to-date  plant  for  the 
filtration,  chlorination  and  aeration  of  the  water. 

Samples  are  taken  regularly  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  from  all  baths 
when  in  use,  and  are  submitted  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination. 

RIVER  POLLUTION. 

Further  progress  has  been  made  in  the  cleansing  of  the  river  Cynon, 
both  as  regards  domestic  and  industrial  pollution. 

Slurry  which  previously  entered  the  river  Cynon  from  the  Washery  at 
Abercwmboi,  is  now  trapped  by  a series  of  settling  ponds  completed  in  Dec- 
cember,  1952. 

The  National  Coal  Board  has  also  approved  a scheme  for  the  building 
of  settling  ponds  to  deal  with  the  “flue  dust”  effluent  from  the  Power  Station 
at  Abercwmboi  and  it  is  hoped  that  work  on  this  scheme  will  commence 
in  1953- 

The  only  major  source  of  pollution  that  is  not  now  actually  being  dealt 
with  is  the  ammoniacal  effluent  from  the  Gas  Washers  of  the  Phurnacite 
Plant  at  the  lower  end  of  Abercwmboi.  The  necessary  equipment  to  deal 
with  this  effluent  has  been  ordered  but  unfortunately  the  delivery  period 
is  approximately  two  years. 

In  the  upper  two  thirds  of  its  course  in  this  area,  the  river  now  presents 
a very  satisfactory  appearance,  consequent  upon  the  removal  of  all  major 
sources  of  pollution.  It  is  hoped  that,  in  the  relatively  near  future,  the  river 
will  be  "clean”  down  to  the  Mountain  Ash  Boundary. 

CINEMAS. 

Routine  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  all  Cinemas  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  during  the  year.  On  the  whole  the  sanitary  conveniences  were 
kept  in  a fairly  good  condition,  although  there  was  some  evidence  of  their 
misuse  by  the  public. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  work  of  Public  Cleansing  is  undertaken  by  the  Council's  own  staff 
under  the  direction  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor.  The  system  is  that  of 
collecting  refuse  from  business  centres  and  hotels  daily,  and  from  the 
residential  parts  of  the  area  at  least  twice  weekly. 

More  and  more  up-to-date  mechanical  collecting  vehicles  are  being 
brought  into  use. 

The  Public  Health  Department  also  has  a general  interest  in  public 
cleansing,  particularly  in  regard  to  indiscriminate  and  improper  tipping  into 
water  courses,  etc.  Efforts  must  be  made  to  educate  the  public  in  this 
connection  and  to  ensure  that  proper  use  is  made  of  the  Council's  Refuse 
Collecting  System. 
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RODENT  CONTROL. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949. 

During  the  year  work  on  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  under  the  N.S. 
21  Scheme,  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  (Infestation  Division) 
was  continued.  Four  rodent  operators  were  employed  until  October,  when 
the  number  was  reduced  to  three. 

In  addition  to  the  treating  of  surface  premises  the  operators  carried  out 
two  Maintenance  Treatments  of  the  sewers  in  the  area  during  the  year. 

During  the  second  half  of  the  year,  tests  were  carried  out  with  the  new 
poison  “Warfarin”  which  is  highly  recommended  by  the  Ministry  for  the 
treating  of  surface  premises.  The  results  of  the  tests  comfirmed  the  egectiv- 
ness  of  this  poison  in  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  and  consequently,  as 
W arfarin  is  the  safest  of  the  known  poisons,  it  has  been  adopted  as  the 
primary  poison  for  general  use  in  the  treatment  of  surface  premises  in  this 
area.

Twenty-four  samples  of  milk  were  taken  in  the  district  for  examination 
for  tubercle  bacilli,  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

ICE  CREAM. 

All  shops  and  premises  where  ice-cream  is  sold  and  prepared  for  sale 
were  inspected  during  the  year.  Vehicles  used  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream  were 
also  inspected  and  kept  under  observation. 

Very  good  work  is  being  done  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  in  achieving 
and  maintaining  a very  satisfactory  standard  of  hygiene  both  as  regards 
premises  and  vehicles. 

During  the  year  16  new  applications  were  received  for  registration  as 
manufacturers  or  vendors  of  Ice-Cream,  and  all  were  granted. 

Fifteen  samples  of  Ice-Cream  were  taken  during  the  year  for  qualitative 
examination,  of  these  13  samples  complied  with  the  Ice-Cream  Order,  1951.  2 
samples  did  not  comply  with  the  requirements  and  the  two  offenders  were 
convicted  at  the  local  Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction. 

FOOD  HYGIENE. 

Some  progress  has  been  made  in  Food  Hygiene  in  general  in  this  area 
during  the  last  year.  Much  however  remains  to  be  done  in  this  new  field  of 
Health  Education,  in  which  the  Sanitary  Inspector  has  such  an  active  part 
to  play.

CARE  OF  THE  AGED. 

During  the  year  my  services  and  that  of  the  department  were  sought  by 
several  general  practitioners,  the  National  Assistance  Board,  and 
Hospitals,  to  investigate  the  home  conditions,  etc.  of  elderly  patients 
who  were  in  need  of  hospital  accommodation,  etc. 

The  closest  possible  co-operation  is  necessary  and  fortunately,  in  this 
area,  exists  between  family  doctors,  the  various  social  services  and 
voluntary  organisations,  in  furthering  the  welfare  of  elderly  people  who 
are  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  The  work  done  by  the  Aberdare  Old 
Peoples  Welfare  Committee,  which  is  a voluntary  organisation,  deserves 
special  mention  in  this  connection. 

REMOVAL  TO  SUITABLE  PREMISES. 

No  action  was  taken  by  the  Council  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
during  the  year. 

Some  persons,  however,  were  found  to  be  in  need  of  care  and  attention, 
and  were  persuaded  to  enter  institutions  voluntarily.

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HOUSING. 

Scheme  for  the  Allocation  of  Council  Houses. 

During  the  year  under  review  much  time  was  spent  in  investigating 
conditions  of  applicants  for  houses  under  the  above  scheme,  entailing  a total 
of  1104  visits.  As  will  be  appreciated,  this  part  of  our  duties  is  very  contro- 
versial, but  one  which  cannot  be  avoided.  Although  certain  anomalies  exist 
in  the  Scheme — this  may  be  said  of  all  schemes — on  the  whole,  it  is  equitable 

The  duty  of  being  responsible  for  operating  the  Council’s  scheme  for  the 
allocation  of  Council  Houses  has  entailed  new  problems  in  the  administration 
of  the  Public  Health  Department. 

The  interviewing  of  applicants  and  the  investigation  of  facts  are  matters 
requiring  patience  and  understanding  and  demand  a great  deal  of  time,  and 
I believe  it  is  essential  that  applicants  should  be  informed  of  the  principles 
on  which  allocations  are  made  otherwise  there  will  be  a great  deal  of  public 
disapproval  and  discontent. 

Voluntary  exchanges  can  do  a great  deal  to  ease  overcrowding,  and  it  is 
my  view  that  they  should  be  encouraged. 

It  is  especially  difficult  in  these  days  of  great  housing  demand  to  allocate 
tenants  to  new  housing  accommodation  without  causing  complaints  from 
disappointed  applicants,  but  the  fact  that  these  complaints  are  as  few  as  they 
are  is  a tribute  to  the  fairness  of  the  method  of  allocation  of  lettings  adopted 
by  the  Council.

HOUSING  REPAIRS. 

Housing  repairs  throughout  the  year  has  not  been  without  its  unsolved 
problem  of  getting  landlords  to  undertake  repairs. 

Locally,  we  could  make  demolition  orders  in  respect  of  a large  number 
of  houses,  and  were  circumstances  normal,  such  action  is  the  only  one  a local 
authority  should  take  in  relation  to  obviously  unfit  dwellings.  Having  regard 
to  present  abnormal  circumstances,  however,  the  Council'is  endeavouring  to 
keep  such  properties  wind  and  rain  proof  until  such  time  as  new  houses 
become  available. 


W e have  succeeded  m having  a considerable  number  of  houses 
informally  during  the  year  as  a result  of  personal  contact  and  a 
and  realistic  approach  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors.

There  still  remains  certain  financial  and  legal  impediments  which  make 
the  successful  prosecution  of  the  work  of  securing  the  repairs  of  some  fi  nes 
of  dwellings  not  only  difficult  but  almost  impossible.  In  spite  of  mJnv 
problems,  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  have  achieved  a considerable  amount  o'f 
housing  repair  work  regardless  of  the  many  legal  pitfalls.
